The University of Georgia was | 
chartered by the legislature in 1785. 

Its charter named a board of trus- 
tees, thirteen in number, and a board 
of visitors to consist of ten members, 
the two groups to be known as “The 
Senatus Academicus of the Univer- 
sity of Georgia’’—each of its mem- 
bers to have one vote. ‘Thus, it 
started out with twenty-three trustees 
before the school begun to function. 

In 1808, “the board learned with 
regret that the number of students 
in the college are reduced from thirty 
to thirteen, and in. the grammar school | 
from forty to twenty-five,” but it was | 
never even proposed to abolish either | 
the board of trustees, or Senatus 
Academicus, nor name a board of re- | 
gents to run the institution. | 

The able and distinguished men who 
then filled those positions kept stead- 
ily on their job, until the institu- 
tion had a respectable number of stu- 
dents. Their successors took up the 
work where they left off, and have 
placed the parent schoo] in the fore- 
front of southern universities, with 
1500 boys and young women on its 
campus, and others clamoring to get 
in who can not do so for lack of 
buildings to accommodate them. 

This situation is the moge astound- 
ing when the shameful support it has 
received from the state is considered.

In addition to all this, the alumni 
have raised an additional fund of one

The whole egg, yolk and white, 
should be thoroughly beaten and rub- 
bed directly over the scalp and the 
hair. All the hair should be covered; 
if it is unusually long and thick 
two eggs may be necessary. If there 
is a great deal of dandruff a table- 
spoonful of olive oil should bé added 
to the egg after it has been beaten. 

The castile soap should previously 
have been melted with enough hot 
water to form a thin paste. After the 
egg has dried the hair is given a thor- 
ough soaping and rinsed with warm 
water. Then the soap is used again 
with quite hot water, lathered thor- 
oughly over the sealp and rinsed with 
hot and gradually cooling water until 
the scalp is free of soap and grease, 
If possible the hair should be dried in 
the sun. 

The yolk of the egg contaius a great 
deal of sulphur, which is invaluable 
for dandruff and other skin troubles. 
As the egg dries it takes up the dirt, 
grense and dandruff which have col- 
lected on the scalp leaving a clean 
and healthy surface. For mild cases 
of dandruff this is the only treatment 
necessary. 

S. B—A shiny and red face would 
indicate that your liver was sluggish 
and there was poor elimination. Drink 
more water and live on a simpler diet 
until your skin shows an improve- 
ment.

Every housewife should make up 
her mind which of the various sorts 
of cooking utensils on the market 
are best suited for her requirements.

vances. Toward the end of the week, 
private reports told of a considerable 
volume of ginning of new cotton be- 
ing done in the earliest portions of 
Texas and the market fell off again, 
the close being ten points under to 


four points over the close of the pre- 
ceding week. 

At the highest the list showed net 
gains of 15 to 38 points while at the 
lowest it stood at net losses of 57 to 

*» points, the/range of prices being 
S2 to 103 points. October sold off 
to 21.28, came back to 22.31 and 
closed at 21.92. Inthe spot depart- 
ment middling closed unchanged at 
22.50 cents a pound, which price 
compared with 141.88 on the close of 
this week last year.
